A moetiup of the Delta Sigma 
■Society was held In the Common Room, 
WodfiOaday aftoinoon, with the preal- 
cleat, .MiwB UawdBley, In the dhair. Th« 
meeting took teh form of a Senior- 
Sophomore debate, the Bitbject being, 
"Resolved. That war la an essential 
factor !n hlfrhoHt development of a 
nation," The afflrmnUve was upheld 
by MIhs UoufrloJin nnd 'Miss Davidson, 
of '20, and the negative by Miss James 
nnd Miss Weibel, of the Sophomore 
year. 

MIhh Douglas, upon opening her re- 
maria», «ald that «he and her colleague 
did not for a, moment forget the hor- 
ror of war, and yet they maintained 
that was is an ensenllal factor in a 
nation's development. The .speaker 
pointed out the unlversalU^ of war In 
history, and said that the good effects 
of war have far outbalanced Uie evil. 

There are several factoni which go 
to make up the prosperity of a nation. 

(1) Character, or soul of the nation. 

(2) Industrial pronperity. (3) Econ- 
omic development (4) Altitude of 
the people towards education. 

Miss Douglass, wlho has gained lier 
ItnowUidgc by personal Inton-iows with 
thousands of returned soldiers, de- 
clared that the men hod hod their eyes 
open()dto tl^e neceaslty for education, 
CoffiVl«3E'''men?V'w'ho. hod attained 
mature years, without knowlng how to 
■read or write, were now attending the 
schools opened for Hieir Instruction. 
These men, on their fètum home, will 
be a groat force 'in developing our edu- 
cational system. 

Art, literature and music also show 
development in a nation. ' Manybf our 
greateat poaterpieces in art, poetry and 
muslc'have been -produced after periods 
of war.

The 
game wa> played on fast ic«, and a 
crowd of over two 'hundred Montreal 
West spectators cheered their team on 
to victory. It was R.'VjC'b first game 
played with etootrid lights, and this 
bothered them in the first period. Tho 
game Itself was very Interesting fi;om 
beginning to ' end. ' BacAi team ' showed 
marked bursts of speed. 

In the first perloo, tho Koatreal 
West, girls aaaumed' a load of twd 
goals, . pcored by Ml^es E. Thomson 
and SI.

Many entries are being received for 
the annual basketball championship, 
unlimited weight, of the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union of the United States, which 
wliï be played off in Atlanta on March 
10, 11, 12 and 13. Although the time 
for nilng entries does not expire until 
tomorrow, some of the strongest teams 
from all sections of tho country have 
made negotiations for sending repre- 
sentative fives to parUcipato in the 
tournament, and A, A. Doonan, chair- 
man of tho athletic committee of the 
Atlanta Athletic Club, under whose 
uaspices the event will bo conducted 
this year, states that.there will bo tho 
unusually large number of 20 teams 
entered. 

The title will be decided upon the 
basis of team elimination. Drawings 
fo rthe matching of teams for the first 
round of the games will be conducted 
at the AOanta Athletic Club at noon 
on Thursday, March 4, in the presence 
of one representative of each team 
entered. As a .result of th^s drawing, 
2 games will be played by the con- 
testants on the opening day of the 
tournament, Wednesday, March 10. 
The matches will be played all day 
long on the first day and the contend- 
ers thereby reduced to eight teams. 

On the second day, Thursday, four 
games will be staged, afternoon and 
night, among these eight teams. Tha 
semi-finals will be held on Friday 
night^when. the four surviving teams 
PêS^jBX- •oçofltl; .tey.-» iplaying will 
stage two games. The flnftls will como 
on Saturday afternoon and night, when 
two games will he played also. One 
game will declrte the 1920 champions 
and the runner-up. The other game 
will be played between the losers of 
the last tour teams, to determine third 
position. 

Each team will bo allowed. to enter 
eight men and each player on the three 
leadin gteams will receive a gold, sli- 
ver, or bronze medal, according to tho 
respective team standing. ' 

This tournament will be the first 
national basketball event ever held In 
the Soutb, and will be cont^uctod on a 
most elaborate csale. The playing will 
take place at the Atlanta City Audi- 
torium, where arrangements are being 
made to accommodate 7000 or 8000 
spectators. A contract has been let 
for constructing a special court in the 
auditorium for this championship 
event, at a cost of f 3500. 

One of the strongest teams ex- 
pected In the tournament represents 
the Los Angeles AUiletIc Club of I,os 
Angeles, California. This team holds 
the national championship for 1919 
and is the undefeated champlop of the

He does not feel that he is to blame, no not in the 
slightest: the professor was there to see that the student did not 
"crib''; his was the responsibility of the student's mefliod of answer- 
ing the paper. Accordingly, when the student has "cribbed," he was 
merely getting ahead of the professor, who had fallen down in his 

.• duty: the blame was the professor's because his was the responsibi- 
lity. . : ; V V 

Would the Honor System remedy such a state of affairs? Or 
does it pre-suppose too Utopian-like a state of morals among students? 
I( the student was put on his honor, would he take the responsibility 
of keeping himself from dishonest practice? Possibly, the conditions 
of .the Honor System would have a contrary effect, for the student 
nright not have the ability, or tfce choice to analyse himself toi bring 
out in him his ability to grasp a true consciousness of right and wrong, 
and the system might unnecessarily expose the student to further 
temptation. To have one student responsible for his fellow-«tudent, 

■ to have him bound to show up that .fellow-student if he sees him 
practise dishonesty, is both disgusting and deplorable. Such a sys- 
tem as this, has no right to be called an Honor System, for the stu- 
dent,- if he can escape the watching of his class-mate, is content to be 
difhonest: any college that has adopted this type of organization, is 
fataping to kill the. true sense of honor that tho system is meant to 
uphold. Men have not got the courage, or ttie idea of self-superi- 
ority to condemn a class-mate and thus to ruin his career: it is too 
unsportsmanlike, it tends too much to develop the "sneak" spirit, and 
demoralizes true college spirit. 

What, then, is the verdict of AkGili? Coul dthe Honor System, 
the complete system, and not the half-way method of mutual super- 
vision, be introduced into McGill to bring out the true manhood of the 
unJergraduatc body? Or is the examination control in its present 
state, a sufficient stimulus to the morals of McGill? Other Univer- 
sities claim there is a crying need for the system in their halls, what 
is McGill's attitude?

Dear Sir:— 
In view of the (act that, after a 
most successful year, the "Dally" will 
shortly cease publication, I beg to ex- 
tend my congratulations and appre- 
claUon to a "Dally" staff which has 
worked long, hard and well though 
often under difficulties. 

Howevor, before the "Daliy" stops 
for the session I should like to make 
some Buggestions which I hope may 
meet with the approval of the Student 
Body. Because these suggestions arc 
in a certain order, please do not sap- 
pose that they are neieeisaiily In order 
of Importance; they are not, I leave 
you to Judge which are most Import- 
ant, but to avoid having to discrimin- 
ate I arrange them, alphabetically, 
i— Intercollegiate 5«wi. 
There has lately been cpnslderable 
talk of closer union between tbe'varl 
ous Canadian Universities and Col- 
leges. To promote this I should sug- 
gest an Intercollegiate Paper, a weekly 
possibly, giving the main news of each 
university, and providing an outlet for 
student thought fa dgenius. £ach 
university should be responsible . for 
so much space, which would form the 
skeleton ot the paper and then besides 
this various articles would , form the 
body of It "Intercollegiate Weekly," 
as It might be called, would, to a cer- 
tain extent, be al students university 
magazine. 
8— UcGIU Book and Supply Store. 
Now that the H. C. of L. prevails 
and has extended to books and sup- 
plies the purchasing of necessary texts 
and instruments has become a serious 
consideration. 

To alleviate this imposition on stu- 
dents would It not be possible for 
there to be a Students' Book Room 
where they cOuld procure hooks and 
other supplies aa nearly at cost price 
as possible. There would surely be 
sufficient demand for books to .make 
it possible to buy wholesale, and so 
undersell the profiteering retailer who 
now selzee on the luckless student 
Old books might also bo bought, sold 
or exchanged on the straight buy and 
sell basis, or the commission sc|ieme. 
8— Hilitaiy Tntlnlng; , 
This is certainly a very serious con- 
sideration and It Is somewhat diffi- 
dently I approach It but as there still 
seems to be a certain cloud of uncer- 
tainty I should like to add my mite to 
the discussion. 

At the last meeting of the Students' 
Society It was deoldcd|iQitum down 
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Compulsory., Mllitai^TraJnlng. Since 
then much has happened, and in the 
light of It I would make three sugges- 
tions. First that this matter be given 
serious ct^jideratlon-by all students, 
not purely and merely from the stands 
point of personal inclinations, which 
Is a narrow view— even if you are fat 
—but from that of cohsidering what 
would be best for Old McGllI, now and 
In the future, for Canada through her 
and so to the rest- of the universe. 



them comes the question: "How much 
control over-Student affairs have we?" 
We really have very little,, for though 
the Council may iittempt to do much 
they seem thwarted by soma Invisible 
power. Is this power the Aythorltles 
of McOlll UnlyersityT It so, and 
feel sure that the authorities do try 
and keep us in the way wo should go 
by sundrlee, pushes and shoves, how Is 
it we are unable to hold our ground, 
or gain it as you prefer to say. The 
fault is not with tho Studonu' Council 
and so it must be with the Student 
body. What is the trouble? To my 
mind it is a case of "United we stand, 
divided we fall." . The faculties are 
so exclusive and separated that there 
Is not that union which makes a stu- 
dent movement possible. A Sci. man 
never meets the Med.'s and as there is 
not common ground where we can all 
meet we are never pulling together 
and everyone pulls his own string in 
a different direction. If we are to 
get anywhere we must have "a long 
pull— and a strong pull and a pull all 
together," But bow to remedy this. 
Would it mend matters to have a Stu- 
dents' Society meeting once a month 
and discuss the subject that are. of 
Interest? To have Government and 
Opposition, the Cabinet formed of the 
Students' Council together with the 
leaders, of the Opposition. In short 
to make the Mock Parliament a Stu- 
dent Parliament I will not go Into 
detail as it is unnecessary. My point 
however, is that unless we are more 
closely united in common alms wo can 
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Secondly, considering the uncertainty hope to control our affairs by 



prevailing among students as to Cor- 
porations polloy on this subject; would 
it not be wise and expedient for the 
Students' Council to request a written 
promise that Compulsory Military 
Training shall never he instituted In 
McOlll sgainst the wishes of a majo- 
rity of students until Compulsory Mili- 
tary Training shall be Instituted,, in 
Canadian Colleges by act of Pai^ïla» 
ment and further, that all mea who 
have been on« year or more in thé 
amy shall be «sempt from all forms 
of Physical Training. Thirdly, I 
would suggest that in view of the 
above exemption of returned men, that 
another and ballot vote be taken' on 
Compulsory Military Training. 
4— Student Control and GoTenment 
The elecVttns for the Students* 
CoimcU Cvnow approaching, and with 



ourselves ^d for ourselves, without 
fatherly Interference on tho part of 
the Authorities, ^ must learn by 
experlnece. A University is for stu- 
dents and surely they should control 
their affUrs and have a voice In com- 
mittees which affect them.

An entiralr InferenUng inreiltiB was 
hold iMt nlRht at 8 p.m.. at tho Stratli- 
, con» H«U, when the reading and dls- 
cuMlon took place of Mr. .M. J. Ra- 
phtel B "OrKKDized Ubor In Canada." 
,Dr. Leacock waa In the chair, and his 
;':op«nlnK remarks were Indeed worthy 
of note. The Economy Club was or- 
ganized by Btudenti) Interested In the 
.^•ubject. It was esientlalty a stu- 
^dent's organlzaUon, then. It bad been 
;th« oustom to allow no outalders to 
attend all the meetings but one; the 
preaent waa the itpeclal occasion. It 
naa not the purpoHe of ihp paper to be 
dogmaUc or to Invite criticism; all 
^the speaker wished waa to lay before 
' |«J|Udlence a few facta, and nothing 
regarding the Economic situation 
Canada. Evcrj' sent was filled, and 
•everal people were standln» when 
Mr. Raphael took Uio floor. 
He felt honored, so he stated, that so 



openly hostile to the cause of iho 
worker, ana on top of It all, govern- 
ment tries to bold back the advancing 
wave of discontent by repreealve mea^; 
snres. 

It behovoe us, no matter what hta- 
tlon or rank we may happen to occupy 
In the Docial scale, it behooves us to 
study thU labor queetlbp, wftich la at 
bottom a human questions with all the 
elements of appeal lo our feelinRS, to 
our reason and lo our understanding. 
Vi'c cannot any longer main^ln our 
attitude of aelf^omplacency, leavinR 
well enough alone— because It Is not 
well enongh. We are wttneasing great 
changes in our whole economic and 
social organization; and In the present 
generation wo cannot ro on thinking 
und acting in the same way as did 
those who preceded us In the laat gene- 
ration. Thirty years ago this country 
of oura was largely an agricultural 
coimlry — with a groat proportion of 
free tand-holderH and our production 
was conducted mostly by manual labor. 
That has gone. Our methods of pro- 
duction have changed, machinery re- 
placing the erstwhile free and Inde- 
pendent workers, who are now concen- 
trated In large numbers In the Vic- 
tories, while tho small independent 
land-owner has been uupplanted the 
large land-speculators. That is one 
of the reasons why we have a labor 
question of capital Importance to-day. 

At the bottom of the whole present 
unros^, however. Is the fact that the 
temper of labor has changed altogether 
In the last twenty years. Labor ba.s 
come into the possession of a higher 
Intelligence, a broader outlook, a more 
critical spirit, and a clearer conscious- 
ness of Its position In the .social sys- 
tem. The modern worker reads, dis- 
cuKfiCK, atiendH night schooU, goes to

The keynote «f 
the new movement was struck at the 
convention of the n.

In this, Canada docs not stand alone, 
but shares it In common with tho rest 
of the civilized world. Many hopes 
bnd been entertained that as the result 
of five years of sacrifice for the cause 
of right. Justice, and democracy, that 
this' world would emerge a better 
world, that a new era of peace nnd 
contentment would be ushered in.- Un- 
fortunately, that hope has so far fnfled 
to roate^allze, and far from enjoying 
the p^co which we were ptiiitled to 
cxpjict our whole social fabric Is 
tl^eatened to be undermined by later- 
al forces as powerful and as grave 
ji' tho exuroal force» which shook the 
world— this, cou.xry to Us foundation 
TAuRust 1914.

right shall not be denied or interfered 
with In any manner whatsoever, and 
through their chosen representatives 
they should be permitted and encour- 
aged to negotluto with employers ron- 
(:ernin^■ workint; conditions, rates of 
pay ,and oilter gi-injancos." 

Despite this declaration of the Go- 
vernment, the employees were not too 
ready to comply with this regulation, 
nor the Government too anxious to see 
Its law observed. In a statement given 
out lo tho press, Aug. I!tl8. by the Hon. 
T. W. Crotliors .former .Minister of 
Labor, ho says: 

"Perhaps In a larger number than 
ever before, complaints from working 
men reach Ihe Minister of Ijibor that 
their employoi;» forl)id upon penally of 
diwrniHsal their becoming members of 
any labor organization. Upon Inves- i 
ligation such complaints are generally; 
found to have been. well founded. | 

"The Minister deeply regrets this I 
attitude on the part of so many em- ] 
ployers, believing it too well calculaletl j 
lo produce serlouH labor disturbance. ; 
He maintains t'#t every man must be 
at perfect liberty to associate himself 
with bis fellow-workera In any legiti- 
mate labor organization, without 
thereby subjecting himeelf to peuallie» 
or dlHcrimlnntion of any character." 

The right of labor to organize Is no 
longer a matter for debate. It has 
been accepted as a . baalc principle of 
Industrial haromny in the Labor Con- 
vention of the Treaty of Peace. On 
this point the Commission on ludus- 
trial Relations in Canada, says the 
following: 

"On the whole, wo believe the day 
has passed when any employer should 
deny his employees the right to organ- 
ize. Kmployei-8 claim that right for 
themselves, und it is not denied by 
owrkcrs. There seems to be no rea- 
son why the employer should deny 
like rights to those who are employed 
by him."

The above enumerated causes may 
aspect of the present unrest.

This educational process 
of thought to the study of économie 
is goinB on among them to an oven 
greater extent than among employers 
of labor. By stndyini; Economioa, they 
have discovered the difference between 
nominal wages and real wagea^that Is 
between what tho worker receives in

by a shriek that panic is upon us." 

If the eight hour day is enforced In 
all lines of industry, the employer 
claims, then certain Canadian indus- 
tries will have , to cease, because the 
Canadian manufacturer would be un- 
able to compete In the foreign market. 
It Ih interesting, in this connection lo 
hear what Sir Robert Borden had to 
say on this question, in his message 
to the National Industrial Conference: 
"The physical degeneration of a con- 
siderable portion of the por/.tibn Is 
too high, a price to pay for the domi- 
nation of the world's markets. If In 
lines of Industrial development we 
can't hold our own without so terrible 
a sacrifice then such linessShould he 
abandoned and our efforts directed 
elsewhere. Labor is something more 
than a Commodity. The physical well- 
being and moral welfare o fthe people 
should go hand In band'.' 

"fhe right to organize, tho right to 
strike, and the right of collective bar- 
gaining are among the greatest prin- 
ciples around which the conflict be- 
tween capital and labor is still being 
waged. I>abor has from the very be- 
ginning of Its organization claimctd 
thé right to assoolate for economic td- 
vantage'as a sacred^^ ikiidi^ inviolable 
right The principle'*ift*'iib a new 
one. For the recognition by employ- 
ers and governments of this right, 
labor has had lo make and is still 
making great sacrifices of material 
comfort It has cost Canadian work- 
men ovér 3,000,000 working days to 
gain recognition of their unions. But 
oven now they cannot tell whether 
their membership in unions is leagl or 
not. So complicated are our barris- 
ter-made laws— that while one law de-
